householder, and eight or ten hours 

spent upon the family supply of pillows 

once a year will prove anything but 4 
waste of time. 

They require beating with-a rattan 
beater, which will neither cut the seam 
nor wear the ticking, but if done on a 
dry, windy day, will clear out almost as 
much of the collected dust (and with it 
a fair supply of germs) as the most mod- 
ern vacuum process. 

Scrubbing is resorted to when old tick- 
ing covers have been removed and are 
still strong and firm enough for contin- 
ued use. With a hand brush, a liberal 
supply of soapy lather is rubbed into 
the ticking, which is spread out upon a 
table, preferably out-of-doors, and which 
later is scrubbed with force and then 
rinsed through several cqld, clear waters 
and sunned to the point of absolute dry- 
ness, 


Pillows themselves may, according to 


the latest authority,’ be treated simi- 
larly with the exception of the com- 
plete rinse; for it is well to remember 
that there are feathers within and that 
it is well therefore to use more semi- 
dry lather and less rinse water, adding 
a fair quantity of ammonia for cleans- 
ing purposes. Pillows thus treated are 
hung in the open air and the hottest 
sun to dry day after day until their 
feathers are dry without a shadow of a 
doubt. 

Cover your own hair with fine tarlatan 
when you transfer feathers to a new 
ticking cover, and observe the time-hon- 
ored custom of basting the new pillow- 
case to the end of the old before rip- 
ping the old seam, This may save a 
pound or two of feathers and, incident- 
ally, the temper of the housewife. Such 


HB “Portrait of a Young Polish 
T Traveler of the Lysowski Regi- 

ment,’””’ more commonly known as 
the “Polish Rider,” is now on view 
for a short time at the Carfax gal- 
lery in London. This gives an oppor- 
tunity of seeing one of the less known 
and at the same *\me one of the most 
remarkable of Rembrandt's master- 
pieces. 

The picture was painted about 1655. 
The young, fair-haired Pole looks to- 
wards the spectator as he spurs his 
gray Arab horse to the right. The 
horse's bridle, the short stirrups and 
the rider’s costume have all something 
of the oriental fashion. The whole 


canvas is in warm, glowing color, and , 


golden evening light floods figure and 
landscape. Dr. Bode, the greatest 
authority on Rembrandt's art, has 
written that he “painted this portrait 
—for such it evidently is—with pecu- 
liar pleasure and enjoyment. Broad 
and free as a study, it is nevertheless 
a finished picture of the richest color 
and the most delicate chiaroscuro that 
has come down to us in all its beauty. 
The long-legged courser of the 
steppes, if a little out of drawing here 
and there, is modeled and character- 
ized with bold strokes of the brush in 
almost as masterly a fashion as the 
picturesque figure of the beardless 
rider. The landscape, though es- 
sentially used as a background to 
bring out and individualize the figure, 
has a beauty of poetic feeling that 
recalls Lord Lansdowne’s ‘Mill,’” 
The most impressive thing about the 
picture is the superb realization . of 
movement, of the easy sway of the 
rider, who sits his horse so well. If 
mot so imaginative in conception, it 
has a statuesque dignity that recalls 
in a way Durer's “Knight, Death and 
the Devil,” with its figure on horse- 
back and its landseape background, 
and the comparison is the more in 
teresting in view of Dr; Bode's remarh 
as to drawing.

HE IS A CHESS VETERAN 


4. H. BLACKBURNE IS G. O. M. OF 
THE GAME IN ENGLAND. 


Paul Morphy’s Career Started Black- 
burne In the Game, and He Rose 
Steadily In Reputation Until He 
Defeated the Great Steinitz — A 
Series of Winning Events Followed 
Until He Achieved Championship. 


Judging by the record achieved by 
J. H. Blackburne, the champion chess 
te bes of England, who this year cele- 

rates his jubilee as a chess player, 
times have not changed, we have only 
become, very much more democratic. 
Instead of merely gtatifying the pas- 
sion for the game of persons of high 
rank and estate, as the chess players 
of long ago used to do, and-as some 
of the must famous painters and musi- 
cians had to do; the chess player of 
our’ time appeals to the people in 
their thousands, and wanders more 
diligently than ever, and as: frequent- 
ly and rapidly as our. present-day 
methods of transport will permit him 
to do so 

In 1859, the meteoric career of Paul 
Morphy, in his day the greatest of 
English chess players, excited the ad- 
miration of Blackburne, whe was then 
@ youth of 17, net evem acquainted 


with the game of chess. He had pre- 
viously showm some prececious skill 
as a draughts player, and devoted 


himself, therefore, to learm the game 
of chess with am amount of that en- 
viable self-cunfiiemce begotten only by 


youth and genius. In the case of 
Blackburne, however, the confidence 
was well justified; for, becoming a 


member of the St. Peter’s Chess Club, 
Manchester, and also joining the 
Athenaeum, he challenged, merely for 
the purpose of testing nis strength by 
the measure of his defeat, a Mr. Pin- 
dar, who was considered the strong- 
est player in Manchester. To the great 


delight of Blackburne and a large cir- | 


cle of chess players who admired his

outhful talents, the winner was not 
indar, as was venerally expected, but 
his young and bold challenger, Black- 
burne’s rise in strength was so rapid 
that shortly afterwards he defeated 
the same opponent, though conceding 
him the odds of the exchange. In the 
same year he won the championship 
of the Manchester Chess Club, thus 
confirming the fact, long suspected 
by his friends, that Blackburne was 
@ player of the highest «ass. In the 
year following, 1862, he took part in 
the International tournament arrang- 
ed in London in connection with the 
International Exhibition. Young 
Blackburne failed to get a prize, but 
left his mark in the history of chess 
by defeating Steinitz in their individ- 
wal encounter. It is not necessary to 
enumerate the minor successes gain- 
ed by the player who had thus early 
in his career established himself as 
the British champion. It is enough 
to give his principal successes. in 
1868 he gained the first pfize and.the 
British Championship at the tourna- 
ment of the: British Chess Association 
in London. In 1873, in one of the sev- 
erest and strongest tournaments held 
in the history of international tourna- 
ments, he tied with Steinitz for ffrst 
prize. In 1874 we find him winning a 
first prize at a tournament at Simp- | 
son’s. In 1880 he tied for first prize 
in the International Tournament at 
Wiesbaden. In 1881 he gained his 
reatest success by winning first prize | 
n an International Tournament at 
Berlin with three games to spare, 
against such strong competitors as 
Zukertort, Tchigorin and Winawer. In 
1885 he won first prize in an Inter- 
nationa) Tournament at Hereford, and 
in the following year first prize in an 
International Tournament promoted 
by the British Chess Association 
London, also in a handicap tourna- 
ment known as the Black and White 
Tourney, and so forth. There have 
been many English players of excep- 
tional strength both before and after 
Blackburne’s appearance who enjoyed 
the esteem of the chess world, but 
none either before his time or since 
have been so universally admired and

Up that street nearly 600 years ago 
rode the Black Prince, conqueror at 
Poictiers, bringing with him in tri-
